hitettie party was Struggling’ fr the 
ascendency, many expedients were re- 
sorted to, and inducements held out, to 
persuade particular individuals to join 
their ranks. Mr. Palmer was one of 
the number. He was told by some of 
the leaders, that masonry musi go down 
and that unless he renounced it, he 
must go down too. Some of them 
finally assured him that if he would 
only renounce his connexion with the 
masonic institution, he should have any 
office within their control, he might 
designate. But not being sufficiently 
or ‘‘profligate”’ to dissolve con- 
ne With a society of which he was 
only a nominal member; and too hon- 
est to close with such proffers of anti- 
masonic office-brokers, their pursua- 
sions were changed to bitterness and 
vengeance and he was _ selected as the 
especiul object of their proscription and 
persecution. In the fall of 1832 it was 
determined he should be hunted down, 
“‘right er wrong.” When, therefore, 
a large number of his most respecta- 
ble (we speak in contradiction to the 
sigacrs of the Remonstrance) fellow- 
citizens petitioned to the Legislature 
for his reappointment as Justice of the 
the Peace, those political hyienas got 
up their Remonstrance, charging him 
with indebtedness to the Attorneys— 
dependence upon their influence for his 
appointment, and gress partiality in 
his decisions. After circulating this 
budget of calumny till they were ena- 
bled to inveigle near two hundred of 
oor citizetis Htd signing it, it was for- 
“warded to Montpelier, but twas never 
presented to the bods to whom it was ad- 
dressed! In the mean time, Mr. 
P. agreeably to Antimasonic usage, 
was left ont of commission. 

While the last Legislature was in 
session, other. petitions soliciting Mr. 
s appointment, were drawn up, and 
signed by some four or five hundred of 
the people of this town vicinity. 
Whenthe anties heard of the move- 
ment. another Remonstrance was pre- 
priced. and their runners started off in 
dilerent directions to obtnin the signa- 
tures of all the faithful. Fearing. that 
a repetition of the falsehoods of last 
year might subject them to a prosecu- 
tion, they pitched a diferent tune, and 
brought forward one of Mr. P's. deci- 
sions while Justice, as a disqualifying 
offence.

From the 
time that professional aid was procured 
every thing that skill could devise was 
resorted to.

SKETCHES OF THE LAW. 


One of the most useful volumes to 
the general reader, and in fact to all 
classes of citizens, is the Catechism of 
American Law, recently published in 
this city and for sale by most booksel- 
lers throughout the country. It con- 
tains in the compass of about two hun- 
dred and fity~prges; a brief abstract of 
the existing law on no less than ninety 
differemt subjects, embracing the va- 


ly imordinary business of life. Chan- 
cellor Kent of Maryland, and Chie! 
Justice Marshal, unite in recommend- 
ing it as a correct synopsis of Ameri- 
can Law. No higher authority in its 
favor could be given. To give our 
readers an idea of the manner in which 
the author has executed his task, we 
select the article on the Law of Mar- 
riage. 

Question. —Who are 
contracting matrimony. 

Answer.—All persons who have not 
sufficient use of the understanding, to 
deal with discretion to the common 
affairs of life, as idiots, and lunatics, 
(except in their lucid intervals,) are in- 
capabie of agreeing to aty contract, 
and of course to that of marriage. 

Q Is marriage with an idiot or luna- 
tic absolutely void? 

A Yes, but though no sentence of 
avoidance is absolutely necessary, yet 
as well for the sake of the good order 
of society, as of the peace of mind of all 
concerned, it is expedient tit the nul- 
lity of the marriage should be ascer- 
tained by the decree of the court of 
competent jurisdiction. 

Q_ 1s marriage procured by force or 
fraud absolutely void? 

A Yes, but it is equally proper in 
this case, as in those of idiocy or luna- 
cy, that the fraud or violence should 
be judicially investigated.

Q For what causes subsequent to 
the marriage are divorce from the bongs 
ofalrimony granted?

In others, the courts are allowed to 
grant divorces from the bonds of mutrimo- 
for adultery. In some the jurisdic) 
n Of tlie courts, as to absolute divore- 
es, or causes subsequent to the marriage 
is confined to the single case of adulie- 
ry, and in others, intolerable ill-usage 
or wilful desertion, or unheard of ab- 
sence, or some of them, authorize di- 
vorces from the bonds of melrimeny, un- 
der ditierent modifications aud restric- 
tions, 

Q. In what case will the law decree 
a separation, from bed and board? 

A. In most of the states, the courts | 
have the power of allowing civorces’ 
from bed and board, founded on the com- 
plaint ofthe wile of crue! and inhuman, 
treatment, or such conduct as renders 
it unsafe for herto cohabit with her, 
husband, and be under his contiel, or | 
for wilful desertion of her, and refusal | 
or neglect to provide for her.

A. The consent of the parties is all 
that is required. The presence of the 
clergyman is not essential to the vali 
ty of a marriage, the consent of the 
parties may be declared before a mag- 
istrate, or simply before witnesses. 

How is marriage dissolved? 

A. When a marriage is dulv made, 
it becomes of perpetual. obligation, 
not to be renounced at the pleasure of 
either or both of the parties. {t can 
only be dissolved by the death of one of 
the parties or by divorce. 

Q. What are the two kinds of di- 
vorces? 

A. Divorce from the bonds of matri- 
mony whgh is total, and divorce from 
bed and Soard, which is only partial. 

Q. What disabilities existing in the 
parties, render a mariage voidable? 

A. The canonical disabilities, such 
as consanguinity, affinity, and corpo- 
real infirmity existing prior to the mar- 
riage: but in these cases it is valid, for 
all civil purposes, unless sentence of 
nullity be declared inthe life time of 
the parties.
